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Charged by the superior court sev- 
eral months ago to probe the “high 
cost of living,” the grand jury Mon- 
day reported to Judge Rex B, Good- 
cell that from “what little could be 
accomplished” in the investigation, it 
was the opinion of the grand jury 
the “trouble lies not in the ‘high cost 
.of Hving’ but the ‘cost of high liv- 
-ing.’” Ws ; 

The inquisitorial body also found: 

That if the county is to retain high 
class men in public office the sal- 
aries of the heads of the offices must 
ibe raised by a charter amendment. 

That the affairs of the county are 
conducted “in a capable and busi- 
‘nesslike manner and as efficiently 
as could be expected considering the 
present crowded condition.” 

That the only discrepancies found 
‘mn accounts were in the books of two 
former officials, “undoubtedly due to 
ithe” careless, negligent and unbusi- 
‘nesslike manner in which the books 
were kept at that time.”

‘That the board of supervisors pro- 
eeed, in view of the defeat of the 
yond issue, to construct a court 
‘house addition, proceed, to “make 
whatever arrangement Mecessary 80 
that the public records will be safe-| 
guarded in the best possible man- 
ner.” 

In a verbal suggestion to the su- 
pervisors some time ago, the grand 
jury urged that a portion of the 
court house addition be constructed 
by direct tax. The supervisors are 
inclined to rearrange offices instead 
of ordering the building. 

The grand jury was discharged by 
Judge Goodcell, acting for Judge J. 
W. Curtis, presiding judge. 

The grand jury’s observation on 
the salaries of the heads of the of- 
fices, who now draw $200 a month, | 
will very probably be followed by a 





possible with this body in its inves- 
tigations. 

It is the belief of this grand jury 
that if the county wishes to retain of- 
ficers that are as efficient and con- 
scientious as it now has, that some 
provision should be made to increase 
the salaries of the heads,of the va- 
rious departments, and we believe 
that the necessary steps should be 
taken to revise the county charter to 
accomplish this purpose. 

County Offices and Buildings 

On ‘April 5, 1920, the grand jury 
submitted a partial report calling at- 
tention to lack of space in the Court 
House and Hall of Records for the 
county offices, and the unsafe condi- 
tion of these buildings, both to the 
pubic and the public records. On 
our recommendation board of super- 
visors placed a proposition on the 
primary ballot to vote for bonds to 
demolish the old Court House and 
erect an extension to the new part 
of the Court House. This proposition 
did not receive the necessary two- 
thirds vote and was defeated, which 
leaves matters in .the same deplorable 
condition. 

At this time we wish to again em- 
phasize the absolute necessity for the 
proper protection to the public rec- 
ords and sufficient floor space provid- 
ed to accommodate the offices nec- 
essary. The building now used for 
this purpose was built to accommo- 
date the offices of this county 20 or 
40 years ago, and at the present are 
not only entirely inadequate, hut a 
menace to the public and the public 
records, and a disgrace to a.county 
the size “of San Bernardino county. 

Until such time as proper struc- 
tures can be built, we recommend 
that the board of supervisors at once 
rearrange the offices, or make what- 
ever arrangements necessary, so that 
ali public recOrds will be safeguard- 
ed in the best possible manner.

On Friday morning Mrs. Cox left 
the house. 

On Friday night Cox left his room- 
ing house and paid his room rent. 

Since then nothing has been heard 
from either of them, as far as is 
known. One of the couple’s frfends, 
who made inquiries, does not expect 
them back. 

There is, however, no 
that they left together. 

At the railroad it is said Cox has 
been laying off for four or five days, 
dnd it is not known whether- he 
had quit or not. Under the terms 
of the order of probation Cox was 
not permitted to lay off except for 
illness, in order that his pay check 
would be as much as possible, for 
half of it was awarded to wife No. 1 
and their two children.
